Dlcdc probably told you that I try to be henost and infoniativa and that no natter 
how long a day I work, when I write a lettor I try to naUo it infonaativo.

Hy wife is a good and a fast typUrfc. She hzuti t i.mcii done typing lately 
because our financial condition is rutliur bad and olio has taken port-tune work 
in the city near which v# live. Itad I liad a contract mid an advance, I could have 
had a bool: aunoot completed by nou, a sliort one completed. Without the means of 
har helping no us a research assistant and when sho couldn't do the typing as 
I complete diopters, X decidua to do u longer and uore definitive work, putting 
it together In a manner to facilitate cutting. Once 1 decided to do n Uatorgatn 
book, I immediately also atart'xl making notes and writing snatches. In addition 
to there, to wi J.oh I add when tlic notorial is frosh in rind, Z have startoc. at 
the beginning and drafted 30,000 word or uore. hopefully, cy wife will 'oetg n 
retyping from the beginning this weekend. Within a short tine, I should bo able to 
send you a pretty good ekunirk und you won't have to wonder about my typos. 

To give you the feel of what ry rough rough draft is like, I'll onoloso carbons 
ofthe last two snatches I wrote. I did then after getting Did-' a note, no I made 
extra onrbons. They won't make an much sense as they will incopporated into tho 
book but they will give you a notion of unmo of tho things I'll be saying and how 
I'm saying them. They may bo out ami they nay be slightly expended. Ixr won' t know 
until I reach the point of incorporation. The reason for this is-, the complexity of 
tho material, its superabundance, und the n<»d to Jasop it sir simple and an oouprahorv- 
sible as possible, 

I am not relioshing what the Ervin coj mittoo ic doing, hor urn 1 rewriting wlint t)ie 
papers have curried. Rather am I culling the ocscncu frota both sotn-oeo, adding fresh 
material of my own, using what both have not, and putting it all togotiier in a context 
that mokes sense of it, to explain how nd why wiiat happoruxl and to day what it 

I am 60, bogan newopaper work no young that I was a syndicated, by-line writer 
before I woo 20. I became a Sonata investigator end editor before tho birthday that 
enabled me to vote. Then I returned to writing, magazine work, almost all lavootiev- 
tive reporting. In World ,. r ar II I was in OSS. I have been an investigator and cn 
intelligence analyst, as I think qy books reflect. With this experience, ny uirul works 
in its own, often unique way and often I onn anticipate developments, as these mu , n 
bit of writing show, in advanoo. I o a writing the book as an intelligence analyst 
would do a dofiiiitiv-j report freu -which the whole bit can become clear. 

Tl» tentative title rosy tell you what the bod: is saying. H is Watergate: 
Fascism's Floodgate. Tho ambiguity is intended. It is not yet <*l ««•>» that >fe have or 
that we will stop an ovort anthozitarinniaa. The single caught crime is leas; tlian the 
visible port of an iceberg oonpnrad with tho totality of which it is this °™r,i i part. 
This authoritarianism is no more all Nixon that Uo-'inia was Hitler only. How'ivor, £ 

® ^itlor, a !lu3ool±ni and a Mixon itre indlspuiisihle in uny /uitlimri. tain p»i ■ um , iiftei* 
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most of the little it knew. ^ is, to use strong language that in the wtiting I have 
not used, a man who throughout hia entire adult life has boon a fascia t-cind crook 
with an eye for a buck liko no president ever had* I have known for a long time about 
his plundering the Treasury on hia personal property. x f Dick didn^t tell you, I was 
working on this a year ago, long, long before any of it came out. X knew some of the 
fact and had no doubt at all about the rest. The $$10,000,000 admitted is still not all. 

And to give you an idea of how inadequate the reporting is, none of the major papers 
I tried to interest in this stuff, neither of the two TV not 3 , would even make inquiry 
to bog if they could develop wliat lies emerged by accident only. 

Nor would the papers follow whit I gave them on tJia’j iwnitation of a story-book 
aharactor, E. Howard Hunt, Nixon* s inept suporapy of tho far right. I havo much on 
him and on him and Nixon that has never been published. It wai) easy to pick up his 
trail in prohibited domoatio intelligence fot tire CIA and to got confirmation of his 
cover addresses and working cover connoctiona. I offered 5ha Washington Post, in Hunt's 
own voice, hia account of how ho wantod to assassinate tlio head of another State. The 
Post wouldn't touch it. I gave it to NBC, which also didn^t uno it. The Times of ^ondon 
did, page 1, and no U.3. paper picked it up. *t ia in tho galleys of hia coming Give Us 
This Day, hia twisted, politicized account of tlio Bay of Pigo. In it he was the CIa's 
chief political operative. I have the galleys* The Ervin committee managed to avoid it, 
but the General Cushman, ^arlne Corp Comiandant who recently testified, as a colonel 
attached to CIA shared an office with Hunt. When Nixon was Eisenhower* s action officer 
6n the Bay of Pigs project, Cushman was Nixon's military aide. When Hunt got illegal 
help from tho CIA for his illegal White House projects and he met with Sishman. then 
Deputy Director of Central Intelligence, it was not two strangers coming together for 
the first time. Cushman lied in saying why he taped the conversation with Hunt and the 
tape proves the lie, which might bo perjury. H 0 also lieu about the extent of CIA's 
yillingnes3 to help with such projects. I havo the tapo transcript and a number of 
Cushman's self-serving and Whito House-serving nemos « One of tho excerpts deals with 
Some of this. I have also written the part about the tape. Knowing of this previous 
relationship, I Imow the story about why tho tape was false before I got tiie transcript. 

While Hunt was with CIA be had cover addresses in New York With a man in your line 
and with a public-relations agency the head of which is g friend of Nixon's. The public- 
relations agency, in fact, also had a cover address and Hunt also used that cover. I'his 
Barne agency had CIA contracts* It also had and still rate dubious government contracts 
on which Hunt work/ and simultaneously set up some 40 of the Nixon phoney coixdttoosB 
for the handling of unaccounted campaigi money. Hunt, personally, was part of this, too, 
while lie was on the federal payroll as Nixon's suporepook* One at least of these contracts 
was both non-compoti t± vo and was renewed after tho Watergate areests and publicity. The 
front Nixon committees were set up in the bank of the man who leaked the Eagloton story. 

I ha.3ton to try and give you an idea of some of the fresh content. Day ie beginning 
to break and I want to mail this when I take my wife into town, so that you may havo it 
by Monday morning. I will also be exposing for the first time one of the moans of CIA 
domestic intelligence, firot person, with the front tlirough which they douduct it and 
with reference to some of the carbons I have of some of the surveillance of me* Tlds is 
tho kind of thing I will be incorporating in a manner that will permit editing out with 
no work for the editor, (i am, by the wayy described as "that old nomisis of the CIA" 
and as the man who "holds the all-time track record" for their interest in my field, 
political assassination. The firot is an exaggeration. I find the second provocative* ) 

Domestic-intelligence operations wore central in Nixon's design. It will be possible) 
to reproduce tho plans themselves in facsimile, or excerpts because it ia r>retty extensive* 
Hunt was the honcho in one of the stages of development, when J. Edgar ^over got his 
back up over Nixon's nation tliat he mid. the ClA were not efficient enough in spying on 
Americans. Actually, Hoover was pretty good ta it* was also smart enough to keep what 



b* W£*,:» doing .secret. Because Nixon made a big deal of this end of all the violence, 
I'll be incorporating a fov of the cateo wliero Hoover causa this violenae. through 
soitc of his suba^.nts. Ono of tiioso aliould solve that famous drcnwich '^illsgo 
explosion. Again, 20 it can bo lifted out ..ithout editing. 1 have enough of theoe 
caneo for a separate book ( tentative) title, Tho Informers). 

It ia not my purpose to frlrfttea you, but this has boon going on for yearn, 
prollforatiiig in r,3J.«ncn and ±snSci involving nor., than Nixon, vrho eztoadod and 
iioughr to aysvnmatiao it moro. Hubert ^aaphray, whose CIA conneotiona (continuing) 
go cache to bia local-politician days, was roa®onoibl«» for setting up concentration 
caape and the legislation authorising tho inoarooiutiun of Amaloana in musu. Iron- 
ioally, liiohard KLeinxIienut ended thus*. Eia law, fcoyav<.r, ia atiil on thu books. 

Iho oasapB ji 2 eq biviJ.t. An faimonr, to Nixon and to the roedor, I login by shoeing* that 
Hixon, whose nlogsn was Nixon * 3 the One, was not the qg y C iiu. 

What_was emerging iu an iUaarican equivalent of the Jnpanene "thou-tfitx police" 
oil i.hiuh I utuj wording uiteu. 1 was switched to anotbor art' of OSS. In turn, this was 
pare of e i&rger, authoritarian doeigu.
